On the evening of Saturday January 12th, the 
Inaugural Ball was held in honor of Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen at The Oaks in Agawam to celebrate his 
reelection as the mayor and the New Year. 

Prior to the ball, Cohen spoke about the evening 
and its festivities. “The main goal of this ball is to allow 
for a fun night and provide a nice evening for people 
to celebrate an evening that I’m proud of," Cohen 
said. “I’m proud to be Mayor of Agawam and I want to 
celebrate with people who elected me as their Mayor 
again,” Cohen said. “I want the night to be fun for the 
people." 

Cohen also spoke about the price of the ball and 
where the proceeds will go. (The cost of the semi-for¬ 
mal inaugural ball was $30 per person and included 
hors-d’oeuvres, dinner and music.)

He said, “I didn’t want the price to be too high so 
that people could not afford to attend. I want people to 
be able to get dressed up and have a good time and 
when they go home, I want them to say, that was a 
great evening.” 

The price of the ball covers the cost of the hall, 
food, and entertainment. The intent is to break even 
and any remaining money will directly to the commit¬ 
tee to elect for future events, Cohen said. 

When referring to his expectations of the evening, 
Mayor Cohen said he anticipated at least 300 people 
to attend the event. 

He went on to say, “I hope the night is full of fun, 
good food, and good company.” The agenda for the 
evening included a social hour starting at 6 p.m. with 
a jazz quartet, and a special appearance by a young 
girl named Ashley Gearing, followed by dinner and 
then dancing to music provided by Celebrations (of 
Feeding Hills) and a band that his brothers, Steven 
and David, play in. He said his brothers came from 
California to play for the event. "There will be all kinds 
of music and something for everyone to enjoy,” Cohen 
said. 

Cohen talked about the ball that was held two years 
ago and said it was very successful. “What I mean is 
that the people had a good time and we tried to keep 
things fun and different," Cohen said. “In the past, we 
also had a Frank Sinatra impersonator. We planned 
for 300-400 people and 600 actually attended two 
years ago.” 

Although Cohen hesitated to speak about the peo¬ 
ple who assisted in planning the event because he 
didn’t want to leave anyone out, he said his twin broth¬ 
er, Alan, campaign treasurer Bill Beaudry, campaign 
manager Frank Meagher, the committee, people from 
the town, volunteers, and many others all participated 
in planning the ball. 

As for the New Year, Mayor Cohen said, “I want to 
continue my pledge to cooperate with all those who 
work in the town and provide proper services for the 
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people of Agawam. I have an 'open door’ policy and I 
will call people back. The City Hall fights for you. I also 
want to continue to be fiscally responsible and main¬ 
tain that financial obligations are in order so that we 
can complete tasks without harming mainstream serv¬ 
ices.” 

The evening went according to the agenda and 
began at promptly 6 p.m. with hors-d’oeuvres and 
music by a jazz quartet, named “Four in the Pocket.” 
The members of the quartet included Pat Lennon, 
trumpet; Jeremy Gummeson, trombone; Tony 
Parlapiano,keyboard; and Steve Wawrzyniak, bass. 

Also during the social hour, young Ashley Gearing 
sang many songs, including God Bless America (after 
which she received a standing ovation), Somewhere 
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Over the Rainbow, and a special Happy Birthday to 
one of the attendants. 

After Ashley sang (with whom she was accompa¬ 
nied by Mike Rancitelli on the piano), Cohen present¬ 
ed Ashley with a gift for singing and then he 
addressed all who attended the inaugural ball. 

Cohen thanked everyone for attending the ball and 
asked all the town employees, and town councilors to 
take a stand and be recognized. 

He also thanked the jazz band, his brothers David 
(who is the publisher of Silicon Valley Community 
Newspapers in San Jose) and Steven (who is a musi¬ 
cian from California) and their band, nd introduced his

Ashley said she was a little nervous at first because 
she had only rehearsed God bless America two times 
prior to singing at the ball. 

Cohen and his brothe.r Alan, a guidance counselor 
at Agawam High School, said it was nice to see Town 
Council members Ruth Carr Bitzas, Lowell McLane, 
and George Bitzas at the event. 

Cohen also mentioned that Town Council member 
Joseph Mineo was in contact with him and he was 
sorry he could not attend, as he had a previous 
engagement at a Massachusetts Municipal 
Association meeting. 

After dinner and dessert, music was provided by 
Celebrations and the Mayor's brother’s band. As 
promised, there was a variety of music for everyone 
and many attendants, including the Mayor and his 
family, danced until after 11 p.m. 

Steven Cohen, who played the flute, the guitar, and 
sang vocals, said, “I love my family and I couldn’t 
imagine not being here. Agawam in my mind is very 
lucky to have Richard as their mayor because he is 
the real thing and he genuinely cares about people.” 

Cohen’s campaign treasurer Bill Beaudry said

The Agawam City Council will hold a public 
hearing on Monday, February 4, 2002 at 7:30 P.M.

Agawam, MA. The purpose of this hearing will be 
to hear the petition of the Agawam Planning 
Board for a proposed amendment to the Code of 
the Town of Agawam, Article XIV entitled Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities and Towers, Chapter 
180-97 as follows: 

To delete Section 180-97 K. of the Zoning 
Ordinance in its entirety and substitute the fol¬ 
lowing in its place: 

K. In order to ensure public safety, the mini¬ 
mum distance from the base of a telecommunica¬ 
tions tower to (i) any properly line and/or street, 
shall be a minimum of the height of the 
facility/mount, including any antennas or appurte¬ 
nances; (ii) all structures on adjacent lots shall be 
at least 375 feet; and (iii) all publicly owned parks 
and playgrounds shall be at least 375 feet. As 
used herein, “publicly owned parks” shall not 
include any municipal golf course. If, however, 
the applicant demonstrates to the Special Permit 
Granting Authority that due to any combination of 
factors relating to the land, such as topographic 
conditions, terrain, wetlands, vegetative cover 
and other existing improvements, a reduced set¬ 
back is necessary, the Special Permit Granting 
Authority may reduce the setback requirement to 
not less than 200 feet subject to finding that the 
reduced setback will not result in a material and 
unreasonable safety hazard. 

To add Section 180-97 O. as follows: 

O. A different existing structure or use on the 
same lot shall not preclude the installation of a 
wireless telecommunications facility on such lot. 
If a tower and its equipment buildings are the sole 
use of the lot, the tower shall be deemed to be the 
principal use, otherwise, the use shall be consid¬ 
ered accessway.

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“Open Burning 
Guidelines” for 
Town of Agawam 

The Department of Environmental Protection has 
designated January 15, 2002 through May 1,2002 for 
open burning. Certain guidelines have been estab¬ 
lished and must be adhered to. 

The Agawam Fire Department will issue and mon¬ 
itor each permit on a daily basis. Permits will only be 
issued weather permitting and only to those locations 
meeting guidelines. 

1. Burning of brush, cane driftwood, and forestry 
debris will be allowed. 

2. No grass, hay leaves, stumps, paper products, 
trash of any kind will be allowed. CONSTRUCTION 
MATERIALS ARE STRICTLY PROHIBITED AT ANY 
TIME. 

3. Burning shall take place between the hours of 
10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 

4. NO COMMERCIAL OR INSTITUTIONAL BURN¬ 
ING PERMITS WILL BE ISSUED. 

5. Burning shall be at a location greater than 75 
feet from any dwelling or structure. 

6. Outside burning for cooking purposes is allowed. 

7. NEVER USE GASOLINE TO START THE FIRE. 

8. Someone must attend the fire until completely 
extinguished. Have water supply handy at all times. 

ANY FIRE WHICH IS DETERMINED TO BE A 
HEALTH HAZARD OR NUISANCE, WILL BE 
REQUIRED TO BE EXTINGUISHED IMMEDIATELY. 

All permits will be issued from Fire Headquarters, 
800 Main Street, Agawam. The phone number is 786-

On Friday, January 11th, Senate Majority Leader 
Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) addressed the 
Women Elected Municipal Officials as part of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association’s Annual 
Meeting. 

Melconian's remarks covered a broad range of top¬ 
ics, including the state’s financial health, freezing the 
remainder of the tax cut need, expanding spending on 
public safety, and changes to the affordable housing 
law. 

Melconian began by focusing on the importance of 
local politics: "It is on the local level, in our cities and 
towns, where most problems are resolved. It is where 
the needs of our citizens are first identified and artic¬ 
ulated; and it is where ideas and suggestions germi¬ 
nate that really improve the quality of all our lives.” 

She noted that the tragic events of September 11th 
have only increased the role of local officials and 
heightened their need for additional resources. 

"Slashed spending and investment at the state 
level precipitates the same activity locally - fewer 
police officers, fewer firefighters, reduced educational 
opportunities, and health care improvements that 
come to a screeching halt. 

“This sends all the wrong messages at all the 
wrong times. It not only diminishes our ability to meet 
public safety obligations, it places a fragile economy 
on notice that government, too, will constrict its activ¬ 
ity and hasten the precise spiral that we are attempt¬ 
ing to stop.” 

Melconian then touched upon the decrease in state 
revenue (tax receipts are more than half a billion dol¬ 
lars below last year’s levels) and the need to freeze

the remainder of the income tax cut. 

"The tax cut that was enacted in November of 2000 
is simply no longer affordable and that the vast major¬ 
ity of the investment and services provided today 
must be maintained. Freezing the implementation of 
the tax cut is the decent, fiscally responsible action.” 

Melconian also addressed a number of issues of 
importance to local officials: 

* Reaching an early agreement on local aid financ¬ 
ing - “With these numbers in hand, you can budget 
appropriately and have all the facts when you make 
what are guaranteed to be hard local choices.” 

* Reducing cost to municipalities of state programs 
- “We must do an in-depth examination of every bill to 
assure that it does not impose unnecessary complex¬ 
ities and unwanted additional costs on municipalities. 
This is not a time to increase local burdens.” 

* Reforming affordable housing - “Affordable hous¬ 
ing should no longer be used as a bludgeon to force 
municipalities to approve unwanted developments." 

* Protecting gains made to education funding - “We 
must assure that Chapter 70 monies are distributed 
fairly, in a way that recognizes the increasing burdens 
of high growth communities.” 

Melconian concluded, “This is an opportunity for ail 
of us. Adversity often crafts innovation. We must be 
the visionaries, the voices, and the leaders - both 
state and local - who surmount these difficult times. 
Together, we can forge an unbeatable partnership to 
improve the lives of every citizen in the 
Commonwealth.”

Julia Kozikowski, a lifelong Feeding Hills resident, 
has been involved in decorating the Scared Heart 
Church for the last 10 years and she said she enjoys 
creativity and likes to make objects look “lifelike.” 

If you walk into the Sacred Heart Church at any 
time during the year, you will see decorations created 
by Mrs. Kozikowski. Most recently the church was 
decorated with many poinsettias and holiday trim¬ 
mings, such as theNativjty Scene that is placed on the 
church altar.

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Concert and Sing-A long scheduled... 

Information on Agawam’s Sesquicentennial celebration 


The following is some general information on 
Agawam’s Sesquicentennial Concert and Sing-Along, 
scheduled for Sunday afternoon, May 15, 2005, at the 
Eastern States Coliseum. The Concert and Sing- 
Along are part of the celebration of the 150th anniver¬ 
sary of the Town’s Incorporation. 

A number of other events will take place during 
Centennial Week, including a parade on Sunday, 
June 19th, of that year. This event will also mark the 
370th anniversary of the settlement of the town in 
1635. 

A music “Concert” - Sing-Along, Play-Along, and 
Dance/Show/Pageant - will include as many elements 
of the Agawam community as possible. Through 
music by combined bands, choruses, and visual 
ensembles, it will bring the whole town together in cel¬ 
ebration of some of the notable components of the 
people, places, and events that make up a mini-histo¬ 
ry of our town. 

In addition to bands and chorus members from all 
of the schools, we are hoping to add an alumni band 
and chorus to this program, as well as alumni from 
visual components (such as color guard, cheerlead¬ 
ers, baton, and dance ensembles from past musicals 
and shows). 

Chorus groups will be seated on the far side of the 
Coliseum, using both the box seats and regular seat¬ 
ing in that area. Audience seating will be on the oppo¬ 
site side and around the sides. Bands will be located 
on the back two-thirds of the Coliseum floor. The visu¬ 
al entertainers will be seated along the front interior 
wall, with their area of performance encompassing the 
front portion of the floor area. 


Most of the music for the program will be selected 
for relevance to Agawam’s history and have some¬ 
thing to do with the events, people, places, or things 
that have a connection with this history. The program 
will also include a few numbers that would provide a 
good opportunity for dance ensembles to perform 
(even though they may not be related to the town’s 
history), but we are hoping for some visual presenta¬ 
tions) in other numbers that will be performed by 
massed chorus and bands. 

All of the musical selections have not been chosen 
at this time, but The Agawam Advertiser News will be 
presenting a “Song Of The Month" each month and a 
group of songs are on the “drawing board.” 

The final portion of the program will include a med¬ 
ley of service songs and patriotic numbers, and 
involve all members of the visual ensembles as well.

Plans are now in progress to hold a multi-year 
reunion for all students who have been a member of 
any of the Agawam Schools’ music activities (chorus, 
shows, bands, jazz bands, orchestra, color guard, 
majorettes, baton, and choreography classes) during 
the past 50 years or more. 

We will be using the Agawam High School auditori¬ 
um on Sunday afternoon, May 19th, from 1:00 to 3:00 
p.m., with a breakfast/brunch in the cafeteria during 
the latter morning hours (10:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m.). 

The reunion would be a first step in organizing an 
alumni band, chorus, and visual performing groups 
which would be a part of the Coliseum event, which 


will be the opening event of the Sesquicentennial 
Celebration in June 2005. 

The afternoon gathering in the auditorium would be 
a chance to sketch out and present some of the songs 
that will be performed by massed choruses in the 
Coliseum on May 15, 2005, and also a chance to 
organize some committees to help in contacting addi¬ 
tional alumni. Since not all of the songs will be accom¬ 
panied by full bands, alumni band members could 
also be involved in singing along with many of these 
songs.

The most important 
question we could ask... 

There are some people who seem to be especially 
good at asking questions. The rest of us watch events 
unfold, while a select few see beyond the surface of 
what is going on. They reach towards the heart of the 
matter, and think to ask that one question which 
brings truth into focus. Questions asked with the prop¬ 
er motivation, to seek truth rather than to embarrass 
or belittle someone else, are never inappropriate. It is 
even okay to ask big, tough questions of God. 

The most important question any of us could ask 
God is, “Is Jesus Christ really who and what the Bible 
says He is?” You see, if Jesus Christ is not who and 
what the Bible says He is, then we should all dismiss 
Him and move on. The Bible even says, “If only for 
this life we have hope in Christ, we are to be pitied 
more than all people. ” But if Jesus Christ is actually 
who and what the Bible says He is, it would only be 
the height of folly to ignore Him. 

Make no mistake about it - regardless of what 
some people would say, the Bible makes the unequiv¬ 
ocal claim that Jesus Christ is the one Savior and 
Redeemer of humankind; that He is the Savior God 
sent for all the people of the earth. The prophet Isaiah, 
writing some 700 years before Jesus was born, wrote 
about the Savior. “It is too small a thing for You to 
be My Servant to restore the tribes of Jacob and 
bring back those of Israel I have kept. I will also 
make You a light for the Gentiles, that You may 
bring My salvation to the ends of the earth.” Here 
the HoVy Spirit proclaims, through the prophet Isaiah, 
that the offer of salvation is for everyone, and is 
offered on exactly the same terms. How good it is to 
know that dealing with God is not like dealing with 
most car salesman - , tots of haggling and wondering if 
we got the best deal, or if the next person got treated 
better. Everybody is treated the same way by God, 
fairly and evenly. 

Jesus never pretended to s imply be a moral leader 
or teacher, like any of us might be. Jesus’ basic mes¬ 
sage was simply, “For God so loved the world that 
He gave His one and only Son, so that whoever 
believes in Him should not perish, but have eter¬ 
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nal life.” While it is true that Jesus spoke quite often 
on the subject of behavior, His point was that behav¬ 
ior is the natural result of what is in our hearts. It was, 
and still is, His goal to change our hearts. 

There are some people who mistakenly think that 
people must change their behavior if they want to 
become Christians. That is simply not true. To para¬ 
phrase what Jesus would say to anyone, “Come as 
you are." Those who truly embrace Jesus Christ do 
find, however, that their comfort level with their own 
sins is no longer what it once was. We find that, over 
time, God changes our hearts, so that we become 
more like Jesus in our attitudes. Much of our person¬ 
ality remains the same; God loves those who love 
sports or other appropriate activities; but we find Him 
changing our characters. The good parts about us get 
better, while the bad parts diminish. The Bible speaks 
about this in this way: For in Him you have been 
enriched in every way - in all your speaking and in 
all your knowledge - because our testimony about 
Christ was confirmed in you. Therefore, you do 
not lack any spiritual gift as you eagerly wait for 
our Lord Jesus Christ to be revealed. He will keep 
you strong Jo the end, so that you will be blame¬ 
less on the day of Jesus Christ. God, who has 
called you into fellowship with His Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord, is faithful. 

At this point, some people might be thinking, “Well, 
sign me right up, if all that is true.” But then we get 
back to that question. Can we really know that Jesus 
Christ is who the Bible says He is? One way we can 
assure ourselves He is would be to recognize that all 
of the Old Testament prophecies about the Messiah in 
one way or another describe Jesus, or some aspect of 
His life and ministry. More evidence confirming that 
Jesus is the Savior is the fact of His resurrection. 

One more way we can be assured that Jesus is 
indeed the Savior, and that it would be folly to ignore 
Him, would be to follow the example of John the 
Baptist. “I myself did not know Him, but the reason 
I came baptizing with water was that He might be 
revealed to Israel." In other words, John took small 
steps of faith, in obedience to the Holy Spirit’s prompt¬ 
ing. John’s small acts of faith were rewarded. Then 
John gave this testimony: “I saw the Spirit of God 
come down from heaven as a dove and remain on 
Him. I would not have known Him, except that the 
One who sent me to baptize with water told me, 
‘The man on whom you see the Spirit come down 
and remain is He who will baptize with the Holy 
Spirit.' I have seen, and I testify, that this is the 
Son of God.”

Motor vehicle negligence 

High-speed collision - vehicle roll-over 

The plaintiff, a 30-year-old consultant, was travel¬ 
ing north on a local interstate. The defendant's motor 
vehicle, traveling in the same direction, lost its rear 
axle, allegedly causing the defendant to lose control 
of his vehicle, which struck the plaintiff’s vehicle at 
high speed. The impact caused the plaintiff's vehicle 
to roll over several times before coming to rest in the 
left lane. 

As a result of the incident, the plaintiff sustained 
multiple trauma, including a left clavicular fracture. In 
addition, the plaintiff sustained an abrasion to his left 
cheek and left elbow and a distal tip abrasion with flap 
avulasion to his right fourth finger. 

Over the months that followed, the plaintiff contin¬ 
ued to experience marked weakness in his left arm, 
and was ultimately diagnosed as suffering traumati- 
cally induced left axillary nerve palsy with resolving 
paralysis of the deltoid musculature. 

The plaintiff’s total incident-related medical bills 
were approximately $16,000.00 

The case settled for $170,000.00.

Health Department has confirmed 
cases of whooping cough

The Health Department has confirmed cases of 
pertussis (whooping cough) this winter season. There 
have been over 30 cases diagnosed, most of which 
originate at the High School. Letters were sent to High 
School parents after the first case was diagnosed in 
early December. The number of pertussis cases has 
since decreased with the recent school vacation 
week. 

What is pertussis? It is also known as whooping 
cough and is a contagious disease caused by bacte¬ 
ria. The disease is spread by germs living in the nose, 
mouth, and throat which are sprayed into the air when 
an infected person sneezes, coughs, or talks. Other 
people can then inhale those germs. Those persons 
must be in significant contact with the infected person. 
That is, in face-to-face contact or shared indoor space 
for at least 10 hours a week. 

Pertussis usually begins with cold-like symptoms 
such as a runny nose, sneezing, and dry cough. The 
cough lasts for a week or two, then slowly gets worse. 
The first symptoms usually appear seven to 10 days 
after exposure, but persons may not get sick for up to 
21 days. The next stage may last from four to six 
weeks and includes uncontrollable coughing spells 
often followed by vomiting. Between spells, the per-

son may appear to be well. Vaccinated children, 
teens, and adults often have milder symptoms that 
appear like bronchitis. 

What is the treatment and prevention? Children are 
immunized with a DTaP vaccine (diptheria, tetanus, 
pertussis) but the effects wear off over time, leaving 
adolescents and adults susceptible to pertussis. 
Since no vaccine is currently licensed for those over 
age seven, antibiotics are given. Depending on the 
type of antibiotic, the course of treatment is usually 14 
days. Antibiotics are also given prophylactically for 
those who may have been in close contact with an 
infected person, but who do not yet have symptoms.

some salt and pepper. Spread it on the toast and 
place it back into the oven. 

In the grocery stores’ frozen food section, you will 
find a spincih and artichoke dip from TGIF. Nuke it 
and spread it on the toast. Sprinkle some cheese on 
top, place it back into the oven, and you have a real 
fast and easy version. 

Try this one - garlic butter the toast. Now, spread 
this mixture on and then re-toast to brown up a bit. 
Take a 1/2 can of any “cream of’ soup, mixed with 
some niblets corn. Spread on the toast and decorate 
with some slices of grilled red pepper. Use the “cream 
of shrimp” soup and some cooked and chopped 
shrimp (decorated with lemon slices and grilled), and 
you have another easy hot appetiser to serve your 
guests! Let’s face it - toast, cheese, and anything you 
want to add is great. 

Have you ever made your own pate? It’s easy. 
Take 1 PT chicken livers, all deveined and cleaned. 
Now, simmer in chicken stock (just enough to cover 
the livers). Spice them with tarragon (2 TB of the dry 
flakes). Allow the stock to cook away. Now, add 1 C 
white wine. Check seasonings. You may need some 
salt and white pepper to flavor the dish. (No garlic or 
onions this time.) 

When the wine is alomst evaporated, the livers 
should be very tender. Let them cool and then trans¬ 
fer to your food processor. Process with the juice; if 
too dry, add some light cream until you come to a con¬ 
sistency of peanut butter. Spread this on a good 
cracker and decorate with a little chopped onion, egg, 
or caviar. They will eat it up!

Tom came into my office looking very forlorn. 
Grades were down, his appetite was down, and his 
head was down. Clearly, it didn't take a genius to real¬ 
ize that things were not going well. We talked for a 
while, not much surfaced, but I did tell him that I was 
going to have his mom come in and together, the 
three of us would sit down and try to understand what 
was occurring. 

Tom’s mom arrived the next day. A lovely and artic¬ 
ulate woman, she shook my hand and then took a 
seat directly across from my desk. We exchanged 
pleasantries and then I called in Tom. Interestingly 
enough, he entered, grabbed a seat, and then moved 
it as far away as possible from Mom. Naturally, I 
noticed, since I often find gestures more telling than 
words. 


Looking at his permanent record card, it was obvi¬ 
ous that something in his life must have occurred dur¬ 
ing eighth and 10th grades. Those are the years that 
showed a decline in grades. Mom was convinced that 
grades plummeted because of poor study habits and 
a dislike of school, yet if this were so, why would Tom 
have succeeded during the other years?

Something had to be going on or I didn’t think he 
would have pushed the chair away. I also harped on 
his eighth-grade and lOth-grade marks and told both 
to really search their memories for what had tran¬ 
spired. 

When nothing was forthcoming, I set up a study 
plan for Tom, put him on progress reports, gave Tom 
a pass to his class, and said goodbye to Mom, thank¬ 
ing her for coming in. Yet, clearly, l wasn’t happy. 
Something had to have happened during those two 
years, something that was still nagging at Tom and 
stopping him from really doing well in school. But 
what, and how could I find it out? 

Being a persistent person, I waited a day and then 
I called Tom into my office. He sat across from me with 
an expectant look in his eyes and seemed to be silent¬ 
ly saying, “Now what?” We started talking and I asked 
him if he liked puzzles. Looking at me quizzically he 
responded, “Sometimes, but I do get annoyed if I can’t 
complete them."

Gloster is the team’s fiery goalie who had a stellar 
1.09 goals against average, with seven shutouts, 
including the team’s 2-0 victory over Westfield in the 
title game. Two of her most memorable performances 
were a 1-0 victory over Cathedral in October (18 
saves, several spectacular late in the game) and an 
incredible first half in the state semi-final game vs. 
eventual champs Wachusett (where she stonewalled 
several breakaways and point-blank shots to keep the 
Brownies in the game). She also plays varsity 
lacrosse and junior varsity basketball. 

Janik ended the season with 12 goals and 10 
assists to lead the Kurty-Fielding Division in scoring.

winning goal in the first half in Agawam’s 2-0 title game victory over Westfield. She 
plays JV basketball and is expected to play lacrosse this spring. 

Girls’ gymnastics, winners of 38 straight meets and runners-up at the Western 
Mass. Team Championships, had four All-Scholastic girls - two on the First Team, 
junior ANDREA BABBIN and sophomore MARY ZAJAC, and two second team- 
ers - sophomore twins ALICIA & KATIE MALLOY. 

Leading the way was two-time Western Mass. All-Around champ Andrea 
Babbin, a repeat sectional first teamer. Babbin led the Brownies to the 2000 title 
and the just-miss in 2001. She was undefeated in the regular season in the all- 
around, and repeated as the WMass. event champ in the bars and vault (scoring 
over 35.0 on six occasions). Babbin was First Team All-Western Mass, last spring 
for placing second in the Division I pole vault (school record) in track, and last win¬ 
ter was a state qualifier in indoor track in the long jump. 

Mary Zajac was a second teamer in 2000 and received First Team All-Scholastic 
status in 2001 for averaging 33.3 for the Brownies this past fall. Zajac has many 
all-around abilities, and is especially strong in vaulting. She was injured late in the 
season with a sprained ankle and missed the WMass. Championships, but has 
never been part of a losing effort in her two seasons on the Brownies (38 straight 
meets). 

The Malloy twins, Alicia and Katie, were also part of last year’s undefeated reg¬ 
ular-season team and Western Mass, champs, and this year’s WMass. runners-up 
with an 18-0 regular season. Both Malloys give the Brownies superb depth and 
strength in all events and (with classmate Zajac) constitute the strongest Class of 
2004 in WMass. 

The improved 4-7 AHS football team placed two members, juniors JOE CLARK 
and MIKE LOCKE, as First Team All-Scholastic defenders, and senior CURTIS 
MIARECKI and junior running back RYAN LOTTERMOSER to the Second Team. 

Clark, probably better known for scoring 15 touchdowns as the team’s quarter¬ 
back for the improved Brownies, received First Team honors for his outstanding 
play as a defensive back, where he was all over the field in both pass coverage 
and helping to stuff the run. As the team’s QB, he exhibited speed and an uncan¬ 
ny ability to avoid tacklers. Clark also plays varsity baseball and varsity basketball.

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At 6-2, 225 pounds, Locke was a heavy hitter as a 
linebacker, and was a very quick one at that. He also 
played tight end for the Brownies, but it was at inside 
linebacker where he left his trademark on many 
opposing blockers, running backs, and QB's. Locke 
will be considered one of the region’s top defensive 
players going into the 2002 season. 

Miarecki was badly injured midway through the 
season and was on his way to big things before going 
down. A tough linebacker and defensive lineman, he 
was one of the team’s captains and leaders in helping 
to anchor the much-improved (and fifth-ranked) AHS 
defense this past season. The two-way starter in foot¬ 
ball also participates in field events in track in the 
spring. 

Lottermoser led the team in rushing with over 800 
yards, including his huge 200-plus-day in Agawam’s 
Thanksgiving morning win over arch-rival West 
Springfield. In fact, Lottermoser’s performance vs. 
West Side ranks as one of the school’s all-time best 
vs. West Side. He's a punishing type of runner who 
runs inside the tackles with plenty of power and good 
speed, and should be a force in the 2002 season for 
AHS. 

The AHS field hockey team qualified for the 
WMass. Division I Tournament with the help of three 
girls who were named All-Scholastic - first teamers 
ERIN JACKSON and ALYSSA GOODROW, both 
seniors, and second-team senior KATIE DUBAY. 

Jackson, a second teamer a year ago, played half¬ 
back with tremendous focus and intensity. The team 
captain anchored a defense that allowed only 14 
goals. She led by example throughout her field hock¬ 
ey career and is considered a consummate team 
player. Jackson was a member of last spring’s 
WMass. Division I runners-up in softball. She is a 
member of the honor roll. 
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Goodrow was one of two goalies named to the First 
Team. The National Honor Society member registered 
over 100 saves this season, good for a 90-percent 
save rate in helping the Brownies qualify for the tour¬ 
nament. In the quarter-final loss to Amherst Regional 
(1-0), Goodrow recorded 33 saves. She is also a 
member of the girls’ swim team. 

Dubay led the league in scoring this season, the 
first-time ever a Brownie had accomplished that feat. 
Dubay’s ability to score took lots of pressure off the 
AHS defense in the team’s 9-5-5 tournament season 
(best record in five years). A National Honor Society 
member, Dubay is also president of the AFS Club at 
the school.

In golf, it was again senior BILL MENARD who was 
named First Team All-Scholastic, along with sopho¬ 
more A.J. OLEKSAK, followed by junior PAT LAN¬ 
DERS on the Second Team. 

Menard has been a staple in the WMass. golf sea¬ 
son throughout his high school career. He is a three¬ 
time First Team choice with an outstanding career 
stroke average of 37.7., including a 50-21-5 in match 
play. He was 12-4-2 this season despite being ham¬ 
pered by an injury he received in a car accident. 
Menard carded 15 of his 18 rounds in 2001 in the 30’s. 
A tireless worker, he plays in many spring and sum¬ 
mer tournaments. 

Oleksak busted onto the WMass. scene this year 
with a nifty 75 at the tournament, good for fifth place 
overall. He was 11-6-2 in match play this season and 
will be looked to for leadership next fall with Menard 
gone. Oleksak sports a 40.2 stroke average for his 
two-year career. He was 24th in the state tournament 
with an 85. 

Pat Landers, a junior, was another of those 
Brownies who was high on Coach Bill L’Heuroux’s 
depth chart. A heady competitor with nice strokes, 
Landers will join Oleksak as the team’s top performer 
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going into the 2002 golf season next fall. 

Girls’ volleyball had its best season ever, sporting a 
final record of 14-8 that led to the Western Mass, 
semi-finals. Two girls, seniors ERIN CORBIN and 
AMANDA BROWN, were instrumental to this AHS 
rise on the WMass. scene, and both were named First 
Team All-Scholastic for their efforts. 

Corbin was named the team's best all-around play¬ 
er for the second straight season for her play as the 
outside hitter. The honor roll student brought skill and 
strong athleticism to the table. She was a three-year 
captain who saw the team go from a struggling pro¬ 
gram to one of the area’s elites in the 2001 season. 
Corbin also plays varsity lacrosse in the spring. 

Brown, an outside hitter and a member of the 
National Honor Society, was the team’s two-time most 
valuable player. She was a key cog in AHS reaching 
the WMass. semi-finals (losing to WMass. champs 
Minnechaug Regional). Brown also plays softball for 
the Brownies. 

In boys’ soccer, senior midfielder ERIC SERNA 
was named Second Team All-Scholastic. Serna, a 
product of the Ludlow Luisitanos’ Maple system, has 
outstanding foot skills and speed, and was one of the 
better midfielders AHS boys’ soccer has seen in many 
years. The AAN called Serna “The Master of the 
Midfield" in a profile-of-the-week on him last fall, and 
with good reason.

In boys’ cross country, junior MIKE DEFILIPPI 
received Second Team All-Scholastic honors. 
DeFilippi is carving out a nitch for himself as one of 
the school’s better distance runners to come along in 
a while; he led the Brownies to a much-improved 8-7 
overall record (4-4 in the Western Division), including 
five individual meet wins. He also runs the mile and 
two-mile for indoor and outdoor track for the Brownie 
boys’, and both teams are also on the rise on the 
WMass. scene.

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More school records fall as AHS girls’ 
& boys’ indoor track beats Westfield

The “Fab Five” top-ranked Agawam High girls’ 
indoor track team (2-0) toughed out a victory over a 
strong Westfield High team last Friday night at Smith 
College in indoor track action, while the boys (1-1) 
had little trouble dumping the Bombers’ boys.

For the kids, junior Danielle Cirillo, a state qualifier 
a year ago, set school records in the 55 meters (7.7 
seconds set in December by junior Andrea Babbin) 
and 45.8 seconds in the 300 meters (set in December 
by senior Kelly Cassidy). For her efforts, Cirillo was a 
double winner as her bad knee continues on the mend 
(10 team points). 

Junior 2001 All-Western Mass, performer Christine 
McGavin broke her own school record in the shotput 
with a toss of 32 feet, good for first place vs. 
Westfield. She is now ranked second overall in the 16- 
team performance list. 

Junior 2001 All-Western Mass, performer Kaitlin 
Sardella won the 600 meter race vs. Westfield in a 
time of 1:48.2. She is the first Agawam girl this year to 
own a 16-team best time in any event for an individual 
meet, and she still is ranked second in the 600 in the 
overall girls’ performance list. Sardella was also sec¬ 
ond in the 1,000 meters at 3:27.1, and is still ranked 
second in the girls’ performance list after two meets in 
that event (3:22.4). 

Junior Heather Cox grabbed a first for the Brownies 
vs. Westfield in the 55 meter hurdles (10.5). Senior 
Kelly Cassidy had second and third vs. Westfield - 
second in the 300 meters (48.9) and third in the 300 
meters (48.9).
